The 
usual formalities on the opening of a 
court were transacted with dispatch. 
The first skirmish was-opened by Ad- 
miral Schley rising from his seat and 
speaking In a strong voice, calmly and 
deliberately, challenging Admiral Howl- 
son's eligibility as a member of the 
court Three witnesses were brought 
forward in support of this challenge, 
namely, Francis S. Frost, William E. 
Spon, and Fester Nicholls. They gave 
very positive testimony as to expres- 
sions they had heard Admiral Howison 
make, favorabe to Admiral Sampson 
and unfavorable to Admiral 
Schley. 


Mr. Frost testified to a statement Ad- 
miral Howison had made to him at Bos- 
ton while the witness was seeking news 
as a reporter; Mr. Spon to remarks made 
while he and the admiral were journey- 
Ing back to this country from Europe on 
a trans-Atlantic 
steamer, and Mr. 


Nicholls a conversation occurring dur- 
ing a business call at Admiral Howison's 
private residence at Yonkers, N. Y. 


On concluding this testimony, the 


question arose whether Admiral Howi- 
son would join issue with the statements 
made by witnesses, or would rest on his 
privilege to withhold any answer until 
he chose to submit it. The admiral met 
the issue by turning at once to Admiral 
Dewey and announcing that he would 
make a writ of rejoiner to the state- 
ments of the three witnesses. This re- 
joiner he prepared very speedily. While 
conceding the accuracy of some points 
in the evidence, it1 threw considerable 
doubt on other points and disclaimed 
any recollection of the talks said to'have 
taken place on the trans-Atlantic 
steamer. 


It was not sufficient, however, to 


counteract the very direct testimony 
given by the three witnesses, and, more- 
over, the admiral himself, in concluding 
his statement, indicated plainly that he 
had no desire to remain on the court and 
was there simply Sn obedience to orders. 
He even appealed to his associates on 
the court to decide all doubtful ques- 
tions as to his eligibility in favor of Ad- 
miral Scbley. 


Before submitting the challenge to tho 


determination of the court Mr. Raynor 
cross-examined Admiral Howison very 
minutely as to his personal sentiments 
towards Admiral Sampson and Admiral 
Schley, and developed that Admiral 
Howison had expressed certain definite 
convictions as to Admiral Sampson's 
retention of authority and responsibility, 
even while he was absent temporarily 
from the fleet at Santiago. 


The challenge then was submitted to

New York, Sept 13—In all of her 10 


trial spins in' these waters, and in the 
10 or more on the Clyde, the Shamrock 
11 and her crew never had a more ex- 
citing experience than they had during 
10 minutes yesterday afternoon, when 
the yacht -was caught in a fierce squall 
out of tbe west and blowing at the rate 
of 54 miles an hour. 


The squall came so suddenly that the 


men had no time to shorten sail, except 
to take in the foresails, so that the yacht 
had to take it with the whole mainsail, 
jib and working gaff topsail set. 
This, 


it was estimated, was about 12,000 
square feet of sail. She was bound in 
after a spin as far as the middle of 
Gedney's channel. The wind had been 
from south to south-southwest, and she 
had come into the bell buoy at Sandy 
Hook at a 12-knot clip. 


Just before the equall struck her, 


sheets had been trimmed in. The water 
was feather white and. the wind fairly 
screamed through her shrouds. 
Things 


began to look very serious. 
Captain 


Sycamore did not lose his head, but 
shifted his helm, and then, as the yacht 
began to gain headway, she felt the full 
force of i^he wind. 
Down she went, 


until her rail was out of sight and the 
water boiling up around her hatches. 
The tall mast was leaning at an angle 
of between 35 and 45 degrees, and there 
was not a man .who watched her but 
expected to see the mast go by the 
board. 
Gradually she righted, and 


forged ahead, but a new danger threat- 
ened. 


The yacht was now inside Bed Buoy 


No. 6. She was out of the channel and 
beading directly for the Bast point, that 
dangerous shoal known as E'lynn'a 
Knoll, where there is only 15 feet of 
water, while the Shamrock draws about 
21 feet 
The moment she had suf- 


ficient headway to go about Captain 
Sycamore jammed his tiller hard down 
and the boat responded, staggering up 
into the wind until the big mainsail 
slatted like claps of thunder, and it 
looked as if the jib would jerk the bow- 
sprit out. 
But not a rope parted, and 


as she filled away, heeling down again 
to the danger angle, she cleared the 
shoal and was soon out in deep water 
again. 


It had been a narrow escape, but the

Scbley's Challenge Sustained 


by Court of Inquiry 
\ 


THEEE WITNESSES TESTIFY 


As to Expressions Made Favorable to 


Sampson and Unfavorable to Schley 
—Court Adjouns Indefinitely Until 


[ New Officer Is Named 


Washington, Sept. 13-Within three 


hours from the time of convening the 
court of inquiry yesterday it was an- 
nounced that Rear Admiral Howison 
was disqualified from serving as a mem- 
ber of the court and was excused from 
further duty. This brought proceedings 
to an abrupt termination and caused 
a temporary adjournment of the court 
in order to permit the navy department 
to designate am officer to succeed Ad- 
miral Howison. No further session Is 
probable until the early part of next 
week.

A salute of 17 guns in honor of the ad- 


miral of the navy marked the opening 
of the proceedings at 1 o'clock. The 
usual formalities on the opening of a 
court were transacted with dispatch. 
The first skirmish was opened by Ad- 
miral Schley rising from his seat and 
speaking in a strong voice, calmly and 
deliberately, challenging Admiral Howi- 
son's eligibility as a member of the' 
court. Three witnesses were brought 
forward in support of this challenge, 
namely, Francis S. Frost, William E. 
Spon, and Foster Nicholls. They gave 
very positive testimony as to expres- 
sions they had heard Admiral Howison 
make, favorabe to Admiral Sampson 
and unfavorable to Admiral Schley. 
Mr. Frost testified to a statement Ad- 
miral Howison had made to him at Bos- 
ton while the witness was seeking news 
as a reporter; Mr. Spon to remarks made 
while he and the admiral were journey- 
ing back to thia country from Europe on 
a trans-Atlantic steamer, and Mr. 
Nicholls a conversation occurring dur- 
ing a business call at Admiral Howison's 
private residence at Yonkers, N. Y. 


On concluding this testimony, the 


question arose whether Admiral Howi- 
son would join issue with the statements 
made by witnesses, or would rest on his 
privilege to withhold any answer until 
he chose to submit it. The admiral met 
the issue by turning at once to Admiral 
Dew ey and announcing that he would 
make a writ of rejoiner to the state- 
ments of the three witnesses. This re- 
joiner he prepared very speedily. While 
conceding the accuracy of some points 
In the evidence, it threw considerable 
doubt on other points and disclaimed 
any recollection of the talks said to have 
taken place on the transatlantic 
steamer. 


It was not sufficient, however, to 


counteract the very direct testimony 
given by the three witnesses, and, more- 
over, the admiral himself, in concluding 
his statement, indicated plainly that he 
had no desire to remain on the court and 
was there simply in obedience to orders 
He even appealed to his associates on 
the court to decide, all doubtful ques- 
tions as to his eligibility in favor of Ad- 
miral Schley. 


Before submitting the challenge to the 


determination of the court Mr. Raynor 
crose-examined Admiral Howison very 
minutely as to his personal sentiments 
towards Admiral Sampson and Admiral 
Schley, and developed that Admiral 
Howison had expressed certain definite 
convictions as to Admiral Sampson's 
retention of authority and responsibility, 
even while he was absent temporarily 
from the fleet at Santiago. 


The challenge then was submitted to 


the court, which underthe circumstances 
was narrowed to Admiral Dewey and 
Rear Admiral Benham to pass upon. 
After hardly more than 15 minutes 
spent in the consultation room of the 
court, Admiral Dewey briefly announced 
that the court sustained the challenge 
and that Admiral Howison would be 
excused from) further attendance. 


The decision came so quickly and so 


unexpectedly that it sent a flutter of 
agitation throughout the court room. 
There was a buzz of animated comment 
and Admiral Schley exchanged looks of 
satisfaction wito His counsel. Admiral 
Dewey at once closed the proceedings 
of the day by announcing that the court 
would adjourn indefinitely until the 
navy department had named an officer 
to succeed Adttiiral Howison.

Strikers MakdLag It Warm Per Non- 


Uniou Hen at Pittsbnrg 


Pittsburg, Sept. 18.—The air was 


again full of rumors yesterday that the 
strife* had been settled. 
The absence 


of President Shaffer from Amalgamated 
headquarters all day up to 4 p. m. lent 
color to the report. 
When Shaffer 


finally appeared at headquarters he dis- 
pelled all hopes by saying there was no 
change in the situation. 


Immediately after arriving at the 


office Mr. Shaffer called the National 
officers to his room for a conference 
which lasted 40 minutes. 
It was im- 


possible to learn what the talk was 
about, as none of the party would talk. 


With drawn revolvers, two officers, 


one a coal and iron policeamu, the other 
said to bo a regular officer on the South 
Side force, sat on the top seat of a cab 
and guarded six non-union workmen 
into the Monongahela Tin Plate plant 
on the Seuth Side yesterday afternoon. 
A great crowd of strikers and sympa- 
thizers pursued the cab to and from 
the mill, and when the return trip was 
begun both officers once more drew 
their guns, and one shot was, fired from 
the cab. No one was hit. 


The streets in the vicinity of the 


Monongahela plant are now virtually in 
a state of siege. 
By a system of sig- 


nals and picketing the strikers of the 
Monongahela plant are able to mobilize 
a great crowd on very short notice. 
This was worked yesterday to perfec- 
tion. Up to 3 o'clock the streets about 
the plant were comparatively deserted, 
but when the word was passed that a 
cab was en. route to the mill with six 
non-union men, the streets became black 
with people in a few minutes. When 
the rig made its appearance with the 
armed guard aboard, pandemonium 
missies were thrown. The horses were 
missiles were throkn. The horses were 
whipped into a gallop, and the mill was 
reached without serious damage hav- 
ing been done. 


When the cab started on Its return 


Journey the former proceedings were re- 
peated. 
At the corner of Carson and 


Fourteenth streets sveral persons at- 
tempted to catch the horses by the bri- 
dles, ,and it was then that the shot was 
fired. 
Great confusion followed, and 


the officers got away without further 
trouble.

Ball Under Water and Mast Lean- 
ing at Angle of Forty-Five Degrees 


New York, Sept. 13.—In all of her 10 


trial spins in the&e waters, and in the 
1(5 or more on the Clyde, the Shamrock 
II and her crew never had a more ex- 
citing experience than they had during 
10 minutes yesterday afternoon, when 
the yacht was caught in a fierce'squall 
out of the west and blowing at the rate 
of 54 miles an hour. 


The squall came so suddenly that the 


men had no time to shorten sail, except 
to take in the foresails, so that the yacht 
had to take it with the whole mainsail, 
jib and working gaff topsail set. 
This, 


it was estimated, was about 12,000 
square feet of sail. She was bound in 
after a spin as far as the middle of 
Gedney's channel. The wind had been 
from south to south-southwest, and she 
bad come into the bell buoy at Sandy 
Hook at a 12-kcot clip. 


Just before the squall struck her, 


sheets had been trimmed in. The water 
was feather white and the wind fairly 
screamed through her shrouds. Things 
began to look very serious. 
Captain 


Sycamore did not lose his head, but 
shifted his helm, and then, as the yacht 
began to gain headway, she felt the full 
force of I'the wind. 
Down she went, 


until her rail was out of sight and the 
water boiling up around her hatches. 
The tall mast was leaning at an angta 
of between 35 and 45 degrees, and there 
was not a man who watched her but 
expected to see the mast go by the 
board. 
Gradually she righted, and 


forged ahead, but a new danger threat- 
ened. 


The yacht was now inside Red Buoy 


No. 6. She was out of the channel and 
heading directly for the East point, that 
dangerous shoal known as Flynn's 
Knell, wh^re there is only 15 feet of 
water, while the Shamrock draws about 
21 feet. 
The moment she had suf- 


ficient headway to go about Captain 
Sycamore jammed his tiller hard down 
and the boat responded, staggering up 
into the wind until the big mainsail 
slatted like ciaps of thunder, and it 
looked as if the jib would jerk the bow- 
sprit out. But not a rope parted, and 
as she filled away, heeling down again 
to the danger angle, she cleared the 
shoal and was soon out in deep water 
again." 


It had been a narrow escape, but the 


squall had not yet spent i*s force, and 
the strain on the mas>t and gear for the 
next five minutes was something ter- 
rific. 
Standing on the slanting deck 


was1 impossible without holding on to 
something. 
When the weight of the 


squall had passed, a couple of men were 
eent aloft to unlace the luff of the gaff 
topsail from the mast, and send it down. 
A few minutes later the tender Law- 
rence passed the yacht a line, the main- 
sail was lowered and the yacht made 
fast to her moorings. 


Before the challenger was made fast 


Mr. Lipton was- alongside in his launch 
from the Erin. He anxiously inquired 
of Mr. Watson if anything had given 
way during the squall.

told that the yacht was as staunch as 
ever he was much pleased, and compli- 
mented Captain Sycamore on his hand- 
liner of the boat.

All of which we deny, both fact and 


theory being untrue. The writer has 
doubtless been misled by observation of 
tbe function of speech, which is single 
and in execution, requires the control of a 
single center. We have but one voice, 
but we have two hands, which in many 
cases at different instants may be put in 
action with the same dexterity. Many 
surgeons can operate equally well with 
either hand, many artists paint with ei- 
ther hand, nnd we have seen men who 
could write as well with the one hand as 
witli the other. The critic of ambidex- 
terity may reply that this is impossible 
with synchronous movements, forgetting 
that in the musician, and especially in 
the pianist and organist, there is the 
most marvelous expertness ot both hands 
executing most complicated and entirely 
different functions and at the same in- 
stant 


The arguments against ambidexterity 


appear not only inconclusive, but are 
squarely contradicted by facts. 
Surely 


also they are against a desirable freedom 
of the mind. Without the musicians am- 
bidexterity life would be deprived of 
much charm. \Ve should encourage "di- 
vided attention" and that large power of 
the mind over the body shown in the syn- 
chronous control of multiform activities.

WiHiam McKinley the 25th 
presi- 


dent of the United States, was born 
in Niles, Trumbeh county, Ohio, Jan- 
uary 29, 1813. His ancestors on the pa- 
ternal side, 
who were Scotch-Irish 


came from 
Scotland and located 
in 


Pennsylvania. His great grand fath- 
er, David McKinley, after serving in 
the revolution, resided 
in 
Pennsyl- 


vania until 1814, when he went to Ohio, 
where he died in 1840 at the age of 85. 
The grandmother of 
the 
president, 


Mary Rose, 
came from a 
Puritan 


family that fled from 
England 
to 


Holland and emigrated 
to 
Pennsyl- 


vania with William Penn. The father 
tof the president, William McKinley, 
sr., was born in Pine township, Mer- 
cer county, Pa., in 1807, and married 
Nancy Campbell Allison 
of 
Colum- 


bian county, Ohio, in 1S29. Both the 
grandfather and father of the presi- 
dent 
were iron manufacturers. His 


father was 
a devout 
Methodist, a 


stanch Whig and republican, and an 
ardent advocate of the protective tar- 
iff. 
He died during his son's first term 


as governor of Ohio, 
in 
November, 


1892, at the age of 85. The mother of 
the president passed away at Canton, 
Ohio, 
in December, 1897, at the ad- 


vanced age of 89. William McKinley 
was educated in the public schools 
of Niles, Union seminary at Poland, 
Ohio, and Allegheny college, at Meafl- 
ville, Pa, Before attaining his major- 
ity he taught in the public schools 
At the age of 16 became a member of 
the Methodist church.. 
At the begin- 


ning of hostilities In the war between 
the states, Mr. McKinley, who was a 
clerk in the Poland post office, vol- 
unteered his services and on June 11, 
1861, 
was enlisted as a private in the 


23rd Ohio volunteer infantry. Partici- 
pated in all the engagements in West 
Virginia and in the winter's camp at 
Fayetteville received first promotion of 
commissary sergeant, on April 15, 1862. 
In recognition of his services at An- 
tietam, Sergeant McKinley was made 
second lieutenant, his commission dat- 
ing from September 34, 1862, 
and on 


February 7, 1863, while at Camp Piatt 
he wag again promoted, receiving the 
rank of first lieutenant. In the retreat 
near Lynchburg, Va., his regiment 
marched 180 miles, fighting nearly an

H. 0. ARMOUR'S GENEROSITY 


TboniM A. Melntyre Telia of Dead 


Merchant'* Fin* Trait*. 


Members of the Produce Exchange 


In New York had many kind words the 
other day for Herman Ossian Armour, 
who died at Saratoga. "He was one 
of the old fashioned merchant princes 
of whom we have none left here," said 
a banker to a reporter of the New 
York Tribune. One of Mr. Armour's 
most pronounced characteristics was 
his tremendous energy. He never drop- 
ped a plan of any kind when once he 
had decided that it was worth pushing 
through to completion. Throughout his 
life he was a hard worker, although he 
did not spend so much time at his busi- 
ness as his brother Philip. "He placed 
the utmost confidence upon his judg- 
ment of men," said Thomas A. Mcln- 
tyre of Mclntyre & Marshall, to which 
firm Mr. Armour was a special partner, 
and Mr. Mclntyre added: 


"He seemed to know by Intuition 


whether a man could be trusted. When 
Mr. Armour believed in any one, he 
trusted that person implicitly. He .was 
very liberal in this respect, and his life 
was a happy one because he was not 
constantly on the lookout for deceit 
and underhand methods. He was sym- 
pathetic, cordial and whole souled. I 
never knew a man who loved bis 
friends so faithfully. He was one of 
our fine oM merchants and can be com- 
pared only to such men as David 
Dowg, John Fiske and Jesse Hoyt, 
with whom he was intimate. His dis- 
cernment was unusually keen, and 
rarely did his judgment err. He was1 
what we call a 'lifter* rather than a 
•wrecker.' I always admired Mr. Ar- 
mour for the quiet, unostentatious way_ 
in which he gave to charity. When- 
ever a member of the exchange was in 
difficulty Mr. Armour did more than 
his share to hell him regain his feet. 
Here is a single Instance: Twenty-five 
years ago a man who handled some of 
the lighterage business of the Erie rail- 
road found himself 
In debt to the 


amount of $55,000 because of the_sud* 
den disappearance of his associate. 
Calling on the partner, who bravely. 
went to work to reorganize the busi- 
ness, Mr. Armour said: 
, 


" 'Why don't you pay your debts?' 
" 'I can't do it now. I shall when I 


can,' was the reply. 


" 'But why can't you? Insisted Mr. 


Armour in his Impulsive way. 


" 'Because I am practically without a 


cent.' 


" Well, if you don't settle with your 


creditors at once I shall,' Mr. Armour 
said. 


"The man objected strongly because 


of bis pride, but not many hours after 
his interview with Mr. Armour he 
found that his debts bad been paid. 
That man died thirteen, years ago 
worth half a millloo dollars. 
Mr. 


Armour knew that the man had the 
elements of success in him. I know of 
many other generous things which this 
whole souled man did, but I am not 
sure that it would be right to speak 
of them now. I am acquainted with 
perhaps 25,000 men, and not one of 
them is as great a man as Mr. Armour 
was. He was one of a million."

SMOKELESS GUNS LOCATED

The English war office's new scheme 


for the training of Tommy Atkins In 
maneuvers embrace many novelties 
which will In due course see the light 
of practical demonstration, says the 
London Express, Among these none 
is more Interesting or fraught with 
greater possibilities than the device for 
training soldiers to locate guns firing 
smokeless powder. 


Arrangements are being made to car- 


ry out experiments In this direction at 
Aldershot, and the sappers have al 
ready constructed an ingenious battle- 
field upon Ash ranges which will make 
field firing very realistic. In the trial 
to come an infantry force will approach 
the ranges and will immediately be 
fired upon by distant guns. Endeavor 
will be made to locate the fieldpieces 
and the Infantry will move forward in 
cover. As they advance surprise tar- 
gets representing cavalry and mounted 
Infantry will spring up on flank and 
front, an armored train will run out, 
and all the features of a modern battle- 
field will be represented n^'ast the nti 
vancing force. This method will call 
for great initiative from commanders, 
and the targets will be so made thnt 
good shooting will be recorded by the 
targets being knocked over. 


As an inducement to make Infantry 


take cover a new device has been adopt- 
ed. Artillerymen are to accompany the 
advancing columns, and when a distant 
gun fires its dummy shell they will pro- 
duce a corresponding explosion among 
the attackers by means of a small mor- 
tar, thus teaching the lesson of cover 
And caution as no other means short of 
live sheila could do.

EMINENT SURGEON. 


tfcF*er of Dr. HcBnrae*. Called 


Coanltatlom •» the Pre«t«ent. 


Dr. Charles McBurney, the . well 


known surgeott of New York, who was 
called to tbe bedside of President Me 
Klnley the other day to advise with the 
physicians In attendance tliere, la suit] 
to have had as wide a hospital experi- 
ence In dealing with accident cases as 
any surgeon now In New York city. He 
was for thirteen years the chief con- 
sulting surgeon at Roosevelt hospital, 
and it was through him that tbe pri 
vate pavilion In West Fifty-ninth street 
directly opposite the College of Physi 
cians and Surgeons, known as the Wil 
liam J. Syms Operating pavilion, was 
erected in 1892. 


While consulting surgeon of Eoose 


velt hospital Dr. McBurney had per- 
sonal charge of thousands of accident 
cases, says tbe New York Tribune. Dr. 
McBurney resigned bis place at Eoose- 
velt hospital in Match of last year to

devote himself to a large private prac- 
tice. Dr. McBurney is also well known 
aa a teacher and expounder of surgery 
For twenty years he was connected 
with the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and for three years he was 
professor of surgery in that institution 
He severed his official connection witL 
the college in 1892. 


Dr. McBurney was born in Roxbury 


Mass., Feb. 17, 1845. He received his. 
elementary education in private schools 
In Boston and entered Harvard witt 
the class of 1S66.

calling. He received his degree of A. B 
from Harvard in 1SG6

CURVATURE OF THE SPINE.

In infancy and childhood lateral curva- 


ture o! the spine develops very readily. 
In some cnses, as will bo presently shown, 
the causes are very slight, so that, to use 
the words of one of our most eminent 
medical authors, "It is really wonderful 
that rrost of us are tolerably straight." 


A slight asymmetry of any one of the 


vertebrae of which the backbone is built 
np or an abnormal development or lack 
of development of oae of the muscles 
which hold it upright is sufficient to pro- 
duce a deviation from i|s proper position. 


This of itself would bo of comparative- 


ly small moment if the organs contained 
within the trunk wore not affected by 
any considerable change from its proper 
upright position. A lateral curvature can- 
not exist without a shortening of the 
trunk, just as a bow when bent meas- 
ures less from tip to tip than when it is 
unstrung. This shortening in turn neces- 
sarily implies a crowding together of the 
organs contained within the trunk. 


Constitutional weakness naturally tends 


to make lateral curvature of the spine 
more readily acquired. 
Of specific dis- 


orders which produce the same effect, 
rickets is perhaps the chief* 


With the knowledge that lateral devia- 


tion is thus easily caused, it is not to be 
wondered at that causes apparently very 
slight are frequently the only ones dis- 
coverable to account for certain of the 
many cases coming under the physicians' j 
notice. A baby can scarcely support its 
back before it is 3 or 4 months old. Yet 
the proud nurse or mother not infrequent- 
ly sets it erect or carries it on her arm 
without a prooer support at a much ear- 
lier age. 


Children who go to school at 6 or 7 


years of age are often compelled to sit on 
a badly shaped bench, sometimes with no 
support for the back, during school 
bours. 
The muscles become tired, and 


the child leans to one) side, usually to the 
tight 


A narrow space between the scat and 


the desk obliges the child to push be- 
tween them, so that, in girls particularly, 
a drag is exerted on one shoulder, or the 
skirts form an uneven cushion, tilting the 
spmal column out of toe perpendicular. 
Even in grown men and women occupa- 
tions requiring a one sided muscular ac- 
tion affect the vertebras and therefore the 
shape of the spine. 
In children the 


much softer bones are still more readily 
affected. 


Parents may therefore be pardoned if 


they insist on abundance of room and 
considerable lack of restraint for young 
children in the schoolroom. 


Teachers have frequently to take the 


Initiative in matters of school hygiene, 
especially when their pupils are from 
homes in crowded insanitary city tene- 
ments. 


Lateral curvature is rarely congenital. 


It is in most cases preventable, and cases 
taken in hand early nre usually checked 
by strict observance of hygienic meas- 
ures.—Youth's Companion.

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BUTTON OR BUTTONHOLE! 


Diving Hell Spider*. 


•The diving bell spiders gather air to 


use just as a soldier might draw water 
and dispose it about his person in water 
bottles. They da this in two ways, one 
of which is characteristic of many of the 
creatures which live both in and out of 
the water as the spider does. The tail of 
the spider is 'covered with black, vel- 
vety hair. Putting its 'tail out of the 
water it collects much air in the inter- 
stices of the velvet. It then descends, 
when all this air drawn down beneath 
the surface collects into a single bubble, 
covering its tail nnd breathing holes like 
a coat of quicksilver. This supply the 
ipider uses up when at work below, until 
it dwindles to a single speck, when it 
once more ascends and collects a fresh 
store.

It was apparent, he said, that without 
the buttonhole the button would be un- 
able to perform its function, and hence it 
was plain that the button preceded the 
buttonhole and that the latter was in- 
vented in order that the button might be 
of service to mankind. It should be clear 
to everybody that bad it not been for the 
button the buttonhole never would have 
been thought of. 
Its existence neces- 


sarily presupposed the existence of the 
button. 


The lawyer for the other side was 


equally positive in the stand he had been 
employed to take. He averred that the 
buttonhole preceded the button; that, in 
fact, the button was merely an after- 
thought He said that, as every one knew, 
the buttonhole can be employed without 
the button, as witness Farmer Jones, 
who invariably uses a nail or sliver of 
•wood instead of the conventional button, 
•whereas it was impossible to make an 
effective use of the button without the 
aid and assistance of the buttonhole. 
Hence it was shown beyond peradventure 
that the buttonhole was of greater im- 
portance than the button, and it was nat- 
ural to infer that the buttonhole was first 
invented and that the button came later 
eimply as an ornament or at best as an 
improvement upon the nafl, sliver or oth- 
er instrumentality wherewith the button- 
hole was made to perform Its duty. To 
show the relative value of the buttonhole 
and the button, he said, rake this simple 
example: When a button comes off, the 
buttonhole can still be-made serviceable, 
but if the buttonhole is slit open the but- 
ton is of no use whatever.

"The strongest and most afile snake* 


In the world, perhaps, live in the Lone 
mesa, Dolores county, Colo.," said th« 
city freight and passenger agent of tia 
Wabash recently. 


"Some time ago 1 was traveling 


through the southwestern, portion of the 
state and chanced upon Lone plateau. 
My Mexican guide told me much about 
it that escited ray curiosity, but nothing 
so much ns the stories of the strange spe- 
cies of snakes which inhabit the mesa. I 
was surprised to bear that they live in 
trees. 
Unbelievingly I demanded that 


he take me to their forest home. 


"One morning just as the SUQ was ris-

For hours we trudged over the dried 
plain toward a dark green clump on the 
mountainside. The trees stood exceed- 
ingly close together.

Like an emer- 
ald rope it was stretched along in the 
dim light.

The shipwreck in which the greatest 


number of lives was lost was that of the 
Iloyal George. 106 guns, off Portsmouth 
on the 29th c? August, 1782, when nearly 
1,000 lives were lost. In the case of the 
wreck of the Queen Charlotte, a first 
rate ship of the line, which was destroy- 
ed by fire on the 17th of March, 1800, off 
the harbor of Leghorn, 703 lives out of a 
total of 350 -.-ere lost. The St. George, 
98 guns; Defense, 74 guns, and the Hero 
were on th" 24th day of December, 
1811, strond-d on the coast of Jutland, 
and about 2.000 lives wpre lost, only 18 
of the searorn bring saved. In the ca"e 
of the wreck of the Princess Alice, which 
was run iuto by the By well Castle in the 
Thames near Woolwich and sunk on the 
3d of September, 1878, between 000 and 
700 lives were lost. In the wreck of the 
White Star company's steamer Atlantic, 
which struck on the Meagber reck, about 
560 lives were lost, while 442, including 
the captain, were saved.—Tit-Bits.

Easy to Prevent and Easy to Chfccft 


if Treatea In Time. 


In infancy and childhood lateral curva- 


ture of the spine develops very readily. 
In soroi- cn^es, as will be presently shown, 
the causes are very slight, so that, to use 
the words of one of our most eminent 
medical authors, "It is really wonderful 
that irost of us are tolerably straight." 


A slight asymmetry of any one of the 


vertebrae of which the backbone is built 
Up or an abnormal development or lack 
of development of one of the muscles 
which hold it upright is sufficient to pro- 
duce a deviation from its proper position. 
. This of itself would be of comparative- 
ly small moment if the organs contained 
within the trunk were not affected by 
any considerable cbapge from its proper 
upright position. A lateral curvature can- 
not exist without a shortening of the 
trunk, just ns a bow when bent meas- 
ures less from tip to tip than when it is 
unstrung. This shortening in turn neces- 
sarily implies a crowding together of the 
organs contained within the trunk. 


Constitutional weakness naturally tends 


to make lateral curvature of the spine 
more readily acquired. 
Of specific dis- 


orders which produce the same effect, 
rickets is perhaps the ohief. 


With the knowledge that lateral devia- 


tion is thus easily caused, it is not to be 
wondered at that causes apparently very 
Blight are frequently the only ones dis- j 
coycrable to account for certain of the | 
many cases coming under the physicians' j 
notice. A baby ran scarcely support its ' 
back before it is 3 or 4 months old. Yet 
the proud nurse or mother not infrequent- 
ly sets it erect or carries it on her arm 
without a proper support at a much ear- 
lier nge. 


Children who go ^o school at 6 or 7 


years of age are often compelled to sit on 
a badly shaped bench, sometimes with no 
support for the back, during school 
hours. 
The muscles become tired, and. 


the child leans to onet side, usually to the] 
right 


A narrow space between the seat and 


the desjk obliges the child to push be- 
tween them, so that, in girls particularly, 
a drag is exerted on one shoulder, or the 
skirts form an uneven cushion, tilting the 
spinal column out of the perpendicular. 
Even in grown men and women occupa- 
tions requiring a one sided muscular ac- 
tion affect the vertebra; and therefore the 
shape of the spine. 
In children the 


much softer bones are still more readily 
affected. 


Parents may therefore be pardoned if 


they insist on abundance of room and 
considerable lack of restraint for young 
children in the schoolroom. 


Teachers have frequently to take thc 


initiative in matters of school hygiene, 
especially when their pupils are from 
homes in crowded insanitary city tene- 
ments. 


Lateral -curvature is rarely congenital. 


It is in most cases preventable, and casea 
taken in hand early are usually checked 
by strict observance of hygienic meas- 
ure*.—Youth's Companion.

\Ve had been out of conrt 24 hours and 


stood 11 to 1. The case was plain— at 
least we 11 thought so. A murder of 
peculiar atrocity had been committed, 
and though no eye had witnessed the 
deed circumstances pointed to the prison- 
er's guilt with unfailing certainty. 


The recusant juror had stood out from 


the first. He acknowledged the cogency 
of the proofs, confessed his inability to 
reconcile the facts with the defendant's 
innocence, and yet on every vote went 
steadily for acquittal. His conduct was 
inexplicable. It could not result from a 
lack of intelligence, for, while he spoke 
but little, his words were well chosen and 
evinced a thorough understanding of the 
case. 


Though still in the prime of manhood 


bis locks were prematurely white, and 
his face wore a singularly sad and 
thoughtful expression. He might be one 
of those who entertained scruples as to 
the right of society to inflict the death 
penalty. But no, it was not that, for in 
reply to such a suggestion he frankly 
admitted that brutal men, like the vicious 
brutes they resemble, must be controlled 
through fear, and that dread of death, the 
supreme terror, is in many cases the only 
adequate restraint.

The one, when the first shock 
is over, acquiesces in his doom and gives 
himself to repentance; the heart of the 
other, filled with rebellion against man's 
injustice, can scarcely bring itself to ask 
pardon of God.

Diviner Bell Spider*. 


The diving bell spiders gather air to 


use just as a soldier might draw water 
and dispose it about his person in water 
bottles. They do this in two ways, one 
of which is characteristic of many of tbe 
creatures which live both in and out of 
the water as the spider docs. The tail of 
the spider is covered with black, vel- 
vety hair. Putting its tail out of the 
water it collects much air in the inter- 
stices of the velvet. It then descends, 
when all this air drawn down beneath 
the surface collects into a single bubble, 
covering its tail nnjl breathing holes like 
a coat of quicksilver. This supply the 
ipider uses up when at work below, until 
it dwindles to a single speck, when it 
once more ascends and collects n fresh 
etore. 


The writer has seen one of these 


spiders spin so many webs across the 
stems of water plants in a limited space 
that not only the small water shrimps 
end larvae, but even a young fish, were 
entangled. The other and more artistic 
means of gathering air employed by'the 
epider is to catch a bubble on tbe surface 
mid swim below with it. The bubble is 
then let RO into a bell woven under sornp 
plant, into which many other bubbles 
have been drawn. In this diving bell the 
eggs are laid and the young hatched 
under the constant watch of the old 
spider.—Spectator.

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6UTTON OR BUTTONHOLE! 


A Question Similar to That of Pre- 


cedence of Dem or Cg£. 


Once upon a time a case was brought 


before a learned judge in which the ques- 
tion at issue was as to whether the but- 
ton was made for the buttonhole 01 the 
buttonhole for the button. 


Counsel for the button held that it was 


so plain as to render argument superflu- 
ous that the buttonhole was made for the 
use and behoof of the button; still, for 
form's sake, he would give a few reasons 
why his contention was the correct one. 
It was apparent, he said, that without 
the buttonhole the button would be un- 
able to perform its function, and hence it 
was plain that the button preceded the 
buttonhole and that the latter was in- 
Vented in order that the button, might be j 
of service to mankind. It should be clear 
to everybody that had it not been for the 
button the buttonhole never would have 
been thought of. 
Its existence neces- 


sarily presupposed the existence of the 
button. 


The lawyer for the other side was 


equally positive in the stand he bad been ! 
employed to take. 
He averred that the ' 


buttonhole preceded the button; that, in 
fact, the button was merely an after- 
thought. He said that, as every one knew, 
the buttonhole can be employed without 
the button, as witness Farmer Jones, 
who invariably uses a nail or sliver of 
wood instead of the conventional button, 
whereas it was impossible to make an 
effective use of the button without the 
aid and assistance of the 
buttonhole. 


Hence it was shown beyond peradveuture 
that the buttonhole was of greater im- 
portance than the button, and it was nat- 
ural to infer that the buttonhole was first 
invented and that the button came later 
simply as an ornament or at best as an 
improvement upon the nail, sliver or oth- 
er instrumentality wherewith the button- 
hole was made to perform Its duty. To 
show the relative value of the buttonhole 
anVl the button, he said. raRe this simple 
example: When a button comes off, the 
buttonhole can still be- made serviceable, 
bet if tbe buttonhole is slit open the but- 
ton is of no use whatever. With this the 
learned counsel rested his case, although 
he claimed that he had not exhausted the 
subject. 


When tbe court came in after recess, 


tbe learned juds:e promptly decided the 
case in favor of the buttonhole, clearly a 
just decision, although it was whisperrj 
about the courthouse that the decision 
might have b/;en different but for the 
fact that while changing his Hnea be- 
tween adjournment and reassembling of 
the conrt his hauor had droppn.l hi.; collar 
button ar.ii hunted for it without success 
for half an hour aiid pfibajis uiigbt never 
have found it feaJ he a-.t ;,r:-T.p;d upon it. 
But of cmirse th;? su^e.--i'!,ri came from 
the 
parfiMiuK of tb" buttt >i and 
may 


fairly be imputed to th?:r disappointment 
and chagrin.—hyston Transcript

PALESTINE THEIR GOAL 


Jewish People Look Toward 


Fulfillment of Prophecy, 


£XPEOT TO EAISE £20,000,000, 


ttecidenti of Chlcajr* Ghetto Con. 


tribute From Tbelv Little Store* to 
AM th« ZtonUtle Movement—Plans 
ot Leader* to Bematlonallce Jew* 
IB tbe Holy LM<. 
Poverty, privation,' pereecntlon and 


tardsblp cannot weaken or shatter the 
belief of tbe Jewish people in tbe old 
prophecy that they will be reunited in 
a land of their own, says tbe Chicago 
Post 
When this idea took tangible 


shape in tbe Zlooistic congress wbicb 
-convened at Basel, Switzerland, in 
1897, tbe men interested were scoffed 
at and called visionaries. Max Nor- 
deau and Tbeodore Herzl were tbe 
prime movers and organizers, although 
,the idea dates back to tbe tUne tbe 
Jews aa a nation became scattered. 
'Today there are Zion organizations 
.throughout the world to tbe number of 
about 2;000, and the very comfortabla 
turn of $1,750,000 baa not only been 
subscribed to tbe cause, but paid. 


Wben It IB said that this money baa 


been paid In more often tban not in 
amounts of $5 from one individual, the 
progress of tbe work speaks for itself. 
Over In tbe ghetto district there are 
,tenement9 housing a dozen families of 
{this nationality in almost as many, 
rooms. Yet in the midst of this penury, 
and often suffering tbe desire for a re- 
united nation burns strong. Families 
making barely enough to keep body 
and soul together point to a gilded 
frame wbicb surrounds a certificate 
showing that money has been paid for 
* share in the great work. They are 
not too poor to support tbe movement, 
though too poor to Indulge in tbe com- 
Inonest pleasures. It is this spirit which 
has fed tbe flame first started in Swit- 
zerland and which the leaders assert 
jwill in another ten years accomplish 


rwhat was first thought to be the idea 
Df dreamers. 


Next October delegates from all over 


the world will gather at tbe Interna- 
tional convention of Zionists in Lon- 
don. It will be tbe fifth congress. Al- 
ready the Jews in Chicago are plan* 
nlng on who will be sent to represent 
'them. By that i'me it is hoped the 
fund will have reached the $2,000,000 
Jnark. Last June tbe American Feder- 
ation of Zionists met in Philadelphia. 
Plans have now been completed to hold 
the next gathering in Boston. Word 
from eastern headquarters baa been 
•cnt to tbe societies in tbe United 
States that a monthly paper will be 
started in the fall In the Interest of 
lAmerican Zionist*. 


Knights of Zion Is the sobriquet of 


[the society which is represented in the 
middle western states. Headquarters 
are In Chicago, and Leon Zolotkofl, ed- 
itor of The Jewish Gall, is grand mas- 
ter. This district has lodges hi Wia- 
iconsin, Illinois,, Minnesota, Iowa and 
^Michigan, and''organizers are working 
as far west as Colorado. Throngh Mr. 
Zolotkoff 1,600 shares have been Bent to 
headquarters ID London. 


Many more have been purchased In 


this district [Chicago], but not through 
'Mr. Zolotkoff. Two years ago the Co- 
lonial Trust bank was Incorporated in 
London, with a capital stock1 of $10,- 
CQO.QPO. The bankjyiil not be operate^ 


until the entire sum Is raised. Then it 
is the plan of the leaders to purchase 
from the sullan of Turkey the rights 
to reuationalize the Jews In Palestine. 
The total cost of the venture Is esti- 
mated as high as $20,000,000, but the 
work is BO huge that nothing nearer 
than approximate figures can be made. 


With the rapid growth of the Zion- 


Istic movement in the last year it Is be- 
lieved by many of the Jews that the 
fulfillment of the prophecy that they 
will again occupy Palestine, the home 
of their forefathers, will be brought 
about in another five years. 


For twenty years colonies of Israel- 


ites have been settling in Palestine un- 
til today there are about thirty such 
settlements. The children are taught 
Hebrew and converse in this tongue. 
The Mosaic laws have been changed 
to meet present conditions, and these 
bodies of Jews are looked upon by the 
Zionists as the nucleus of the new Pal- 
estine. 
They engage in agriculture 


and manufacturing, and already their 
wares are beginning to have a reputa- 
tion in the commercial world. 


In speaking of the movement Mr. 


Zolotkoff said: "When first started, 
many people looked upon the whole 
Idea as visionary and an attempt to es- 
tablish a tribal clannishuess. 
Those 


who thought of the scheme hi all its 
lights pronounced it the only rational 
solution for tbe preservation of the 
Jews. In countries like Russia, where 
tbe race is subject to persecution, their 
Individuality is fast killed off, as it 
were. 
In other countries, like the 


United States, for example, where they 
are treated liberally, the tendency is 
also to do away with individuality, but 
through assimilation. It would be Im- 
possible to keep the identity of the 
Jews as a race much longer under 
present conditions unless some such 
scheme were worked out. 


"It is not the Idea to transport all 


lews to Palestine. There would not 
be room enough for them. Only those 
who desire to go will be asked, and 
even these will be given a strict exam* 
Inatlon to see that they are desirable. 
By uniting modern ideas and improve- 
ments with the stable laws of the 
Jews, which are even recognized by 
the gentiles, it Is the hope of every 
one interested in the movement to re* 
nationalize tbe race, making It a power 
for good In commercial and religious 
circles of the world."

Henry Harrison's saber in the "Old Curi- 
osity Shop" collection of antiques in the 
old State Bank building at Terre Haute, 
Ind., is a target rifle of ancient design 
that is declared to be the weapon thai 
gave Logansport her name. 
The olc 


rifle might well come under the classifies 
tion of heavy ordnance, for it is over '( 
feet la length. It weighs 37% pounds 
and shoots a bullet so heavy that 12 of 
them make a pound. In firing it an iron 
rest had to be used, and the rest is ex- 
hibited with the rifle. Maurice Thomp- 
son resurrected the rifle's history and 
made it the subject of one of his collec- 
tion of Indiana stories. 


According to his story, in the latter 


part of the twenties the settlement at the 
month of Eel creek had reached propor- 
tions that necessitated the selection ot a 
name. The main functionaries met one 
afternoon under the branching elms along 
tbe Wabash and undertook the christen- 
ing. Every one had a suggestion, and 
many settlers pressed claims. General 
John Tipton wanted to bestow a Latin or 
Greek name that was synonymous with 
"the mouth of tbe eel." 
Hugh B. Mc- 


Keen, who had formerly resided on the 
Maumee, near the spot where the Shaw- 
nee chief Logan lost his life while attest- 
ing his fidelity to the white people, urgec 
the name of Logan. Colonel Duret join- 
ed with McKeen, adding the "port," as 
tbe town was the prospective great port 
of the upper Wabash, that was then 
thought to be navigable. 


The story has it that, unable to reach 


a unanimous decision any other way, the 
frontiersmen finally decided to leave the 
decision to the aim of the rifle. The best 
smoothbores and squirrel rifles were 
brought out, and each man that bad of- 
fered a name placed tue future of his 
claim on his nervp and eye. The Log sins- 
poet man, it Is claimed, hit the bullseye 
of the target, which was placed on an 
elm tree down along the river. 


As a rule, Indian towns and cities have 


either been named in honor of prominent 
people, first settlers or Indians or have 
been given their names as the result ol 
locality. 
Elkbart was named after the 


Elkhart river, and the Elkhart river was 
given its came because there was an is- 
land in the stream that the Indians fan- 
cied resembled the heart of an elk. Gov- 
ernor William Henry Harrison, riding 
through tbe forests on tbe old Vincennes- 
Ohio falls trail, heard the sweet voice 
of Jennie Smith singing the plaintive bal> 
lad, "Corydon," and it attracted him 
many times to the Smith home, where be 
located the first capital of the state and 
named it after tbe song. 


Rockville is a city built on a rich 


alluvial deposit, and but two rocks of any 
size can be found hi the town. There 
was the usual wrangle between pioneer 
settlers, each of whom wanted the town 
named after himself. At last a stronger 
laid his band on the big rock and said:

at and called visionaries. Max Nor- 
deau and Theodore Herzl were the 
prime movers and organizers, although 
,the idea dates back to the time the 
Jews as a nation became scattered. 
[Today there are Zlon organizations 
throughout the world to the number of 
about 2,000, and the very comfortable 
eum of $1,750,000 baa not only been 
subscribed to the cause, but paid. 


When it is said that this money has 


been paid In more often than not la 
amounts of $5 from one Individual, the 
.progress of the work speaks for itself. 
Ov*er in the ghetto district there are 
tenements housing a dozen families of 
jthls nationality in almost aa many, 
rooms. Yet in the midst of this penury, 
and often suffering the desire for a re- 
united nation burns strong. Families 
making barely enough to keep body 
and soul together point to a glided 
frame which surrounds a certificate 
showing that money has been paid for 
ft share In the great work. They are 
pot too poor to support the movement, 
though too poor to indulge in the com- 
monest pleasures. It is this spirit which 
has fed the flame first started in Swit- 
zerland and which the leaders assert 
jtrill in another ten yearn accomplish 
what was fivet thought to be the Idea 
of dreamers. 


Next October delegates from all over 


the world will gather at the interna- 
tional convention of Zionists in Lon- 
don. It will be the fifth congress. Al- 
jready the Jews in Chicago are plan- 
•ting on who will be sent to represent 
'them. By that time it la hoped the 
fund will have reached the $2,000,000 
nark. Last June the American Feder- 
ation of Zionists met in Philadelphia. 
iPlnns have now been completed to hold 
the next gathering in Boston. Word 
from eastern headquarters has been 
cent to the societies in the United 
'States that a monthly paper will be 
•tarted in the fall in the interest of 
(American Zionists. 


Knights of Zion is the sobriquet of 


,1he society which is represented in the 
middle western states. Headquarters 
in In Chicago, and Leon Zolotkoff, ed- 
jltor o? The Jewish Call, is grand mas- 
ter. This district baa lodges in Wls- 
jconsin, Illinois,.Minnesota, Iowa and 
Michigan, and organizer* are working 
«• far west aa Colorado. Through Mr. 
feoiotfcoff 1,600 share* h«v» been wot to 
teadquarfero in London. 
: Many more have been purchased in 
tni* district [Chicago], bat not through 
tlfr. Zolotkoff. Two yean ago the Co- 
lonial Trnft bank waa Incorporated in 
iLoodoo, with a capital stock of f 10,. 


T^bwkjy111 not b» operated 


until the entire sum is raised. Then it 
is the plan of the leaders to purchase 
from the sultan of Turkey the rights 
to renatlonallze the Jews in Palestine. 
The total cost of the venture is esti- 
mated as high as $20,000,000, but the 
work Is BO huge that nothing nearer 
than approximate figures can be made. 


With the rapid growth of the Zion- 


letic movement in the last year It is be- 
lieved by many of the Jews that tha 
fulfillment of the prophecy that they 
will again occupy Palestine, the home 
of their forefathers, will be brought 
about in another five years. 


For twenty years colonies of Israel- 


ites have been settling In Palestine un- 
til today there are about thirty such 
settlements. The children are taught 
Hebrew and converse in this tongue. 
The Mosaic laws have been changed 
to meet present conditions, and these 
bodies of Jews are looked upon by the 
Zionists as the nucleus of the new Pal- 
estine. 
They engage in agriculture 


and manufacturing, and already their 
wares are beginning to have a reputa- 
tion in the commercial world. 


> In speaking of the movement Mr. 
Zolotkoff said: "When first started, 
jinany people looked upon the whole 
Idea as visionary and an attempt to es- 
tablish a tribal clannishuess. Those 
who thought of the scheme In all Its 
lights pronounced it the only rational 
solution for the preservation of the 
Jews. In countries like Russia, where 
the race is subject to persecution, their 
individuality is fast killed off, as it 
were. 
In other countries, like tha 


United States, for example, where they 
are treated liberally, the tendency is 
also to do away with individuality, but 
through assimilation. It would be im- 
possible to keep the Identity of the 
Jews as a race much longer under 
present conditions unless some such 
scheme were worked out 


"It is not the idea to transport all 


Jews to Palestine. There would not 
be room enough for them. Only those 
Who desire to go will be asked, and 
even these will be given a strict exam- 
ination to see that they are desirable. 
By uniting modern ideas and improve- 
ments with the stable laws of the 
Jews, which are even recognized by 
the gentiles, it is the hope of every 
one interested in the movement to re- 
nationalize the race, making it a power 
for good in commercial and religious 
circles of the world."

NAMING AN INDIANA TOWN. 


Novel Way In Which. «•« Dl«- 


pnto W«» Settle*. 


Besting by the side of General William 


Henry Harrison's saber in the "Old Curi- 
osity Shop" collection of antiques In the 
old State Bank building at Terre Haute, 
Ind., is a target rifle of ancient design 
that is declared to be the weapon that 
gave Logansport her name. The old 
rifle might well come under tbe classifica- 
tion of heavy ordnance, for it ia over 7 
feet in length. It weighs 37% pounds 
and shoots a ballet BO heavy that 12 of 
them make a pound. In firing it an Iron 
rest had to be used, and the rest ia ex- 
hibited with the rifle. Maurice Thomp- 
son resurrected tbe rifle's history and 
made it the subject of one of his collec- 
tion of Indiana stories. 


According to his story, la the latter 


part of the twenties the settlement at the 
month of Bel creek had reached propor- 
tions that necessitated the selection of a 
name. The main functionaries met one 
afternoon under the branching elms along 
tho Wnbnsh and undertook the christen 
ing. 
Every one had a suggestion, and 


many settlers pressed claims. General 
John Tipton wanted to bestow a Latin or 
Greek name that was synonymous with 
"the mouth of the eel." Hugh B. Mc- 
Keen, who had formerly resided on the 
Maumee, near the spot where the Shaw- 
nee chief Logan lost his life while attest- 
ing his fidelity to the white people, urged 
the name of Logan.t Colonel Duret join- 
ed with McKeen, adding the "port," as 
the town was the prospective great port 
of the upper Wabash, that WHS then 
thought to be navigable. 


The story has it that, unable to reach 


« unanimous decision any other way, the 
frontiersmen finally decided to leave the 
decision to the aim of tbe rifle. The best 
smoothbores and squirrel rifles 
wen 


brought out, and each man that had of- 
fered a name placed the future of his 
claim on bis nerve nnd eye. The Logans- 
port man, it la claimed, hit the ballseye 
of the target, which, was placed on an 
elm tree down along the river. 


As a rule, Indian towns and cities have 


either been named in honor of prominent 
people, first settlers, or Indians or have 
been given their names as the result of 
locality. 
Elkhurt was named after the 


Elkhart rircr, and the Elkbart river was 
given its name because there was an is- 
land in the stream that the Indian* fan- 
cied resembled the heart of an elk. Gov- 
ernor William Henry Harrison, riding 
through the forests on the old Vincennes- 
Ohio falls trail, heard the sweet voice 
of Jennie Smith singing the plaintive bal- 
lad, 
"Corydon," and it attracted him 


many times to the Smith home, where he 
located tbe first capital of the state and 
Darned it nfter the song. 


Rockville is a city built on a rich 


alluvial deposit* and but two rocks of any 
size can be found in the town. There 
was the usual wrangle between pioneer 
settlers, each of whom wanted the town 
named after himself. At last a stranger 
laid his hand on the big rock and said: 
"Well, here's a fellow that's been here 
longor'n any of you. Name It after him." 
The one flask of whisky in the crowd was 
drained, and the town was christened by 
the empty bottle being broken over the 
"fellow that's been here longer'n any of 
us."—Indianapolis Press.

He carried a "revolver and as 
soon as he could get his hand to it 
he pulled it cut, but it caught in his 
clothing and dropped from his hand. 
The robbers evidently realized 
what 


Mr. Vadnais was trying to do, for at 
this juncture they arose hastily and 
fled. Young Vadnais struck a match, 
by the light of wEtch he found his 
revolver, and flred two sh'ots in the 
direction of the fleeing men, but they 
did not halt. The victim of the at- 
ack shouted lustily and a young fel- 
low who stays in the "barn with Han- 
son's horses went 'out with a lantern, 
but all was quiet by this time, and the 
occurrence was not reported 1° the 
police. 


Mr. Vadnais found his watch on the 


track this morning and 
thinks the 


men must have dropped U accidently 
while running away. The young man 
was not injured in

struggle, 


though the right side of his face was 
marked where it had been pressed to 
the ground.

Lord to carry the gospel into all lands.

SCHOOL WORK ARRANGED 


Some Changes in Grades and Assign 


went of Pupils 


Superintendent Hall had visited all 


the schools except East Mountain and 
Walden schools this morning, and -was 
in a position to anounce the exact in- 
crease over the attendance last June, 
the total number being 242. Since the 
attendance usually drops off cons' d- 
erably in May ana 
June, however, 


these figures cannot be said to repre- 
sent the growth of the schools over 
last year. 


There are at present 230 pupils in the 


High school, an mciease of 30 over 
lasc June. Atthe Veazie, .street school 
there is no change whatever, the num- 
ber being 134, exactly,-as, it was last 
June. At Mark, Hopkins the increase 
is 38, at Drury grammar 26, at 
the 


Johnson 28, at the Brayton 20. A class 
from the Houghton school was sent 
to Miner, reducing the increase at 
the former to ten. There is an increase 
of 26 at the State street school. 23 at 
the Freeman ,3 at the Miner, 13 at 
the Greylock and 15 at" Blackinton. 
The number of new pupils at Black- 
inton is the largest in^the history of 
the school. 


The greatest increase is noted in 


the sixth and seventh grades, where 
the averages of the children are 12 
and 13 years. The 3rd and 4th grades 
at Drury are full, as is the 6th grade, 
but there are only six pupils register- 
ed in the 5th grade of that school. 
Consequently it is thought best to do 
away .this grade entirely at 
Drury, 


sending three of the pupils to the 
State street school and three to Mark 
Hopkins as soon as accommodations 
can be provided for them. 


The board of health has ordered the 


school committee to enforce strictly 
the rules regarding vaccination, and 
no child will be allowed to remain in 
school without being vaccinated, un- 
less a certificate signed by a physi- 
cian oi good standing is presented, 
showing sufficient reason why the child 
should not be vaccinated. The teach- 
ers have been instructed to see that 
this requirement is complied with, and 
to report any infringement of the rule 
Already a number of new pupils have 
been temporarily dismissed on this 
account.

Some Changes in Grades and Assign 


-merit of Pupils 


Superintendent Hall had visited all 


the schools except East Mountain and 
Walden schools this morning, and was 
in a position to anounce the exact in- 
crease over the attendance last June, 
the total number being 242. Since the 
attendance usually drops off cons'd- 
erably in May and 
Junr, however, 


the,se figures cam.ot be paid to repre- 
sent the grov, tu °i the schools over 
last year. 


There tire at present 230 pupils in the 


High school, ;ri increase of 30 over 
last June. AUhe Veazie street school 
there is no change whatever, the num- 
ber being 134, exactly as it was last 
June. At Mark Hopkins the, increase 
is 38, at Drury grammar 26, at 
the 


Johnson 28, at the Brayton 20. A class 
from the Houghton school was sent 
to Miner, reducing the increase at 
the former to ten. There is an increase 
of 26 at the State street school, 23 at 
the "Freeman ,3 at the^ Miner, 13 at 
the Greylock and 15 at Blackinton. 
The number of new pupils at Black- 
inton is the largest in the history of 
the school. 


The greatest increase is noted in 


the sixth and seventh grades, where 
the averages of the children are 12 
and 13 years. The 3rd and 4th grades 
at Drury are full, as is the. 6th grade, 
but there are only six pupils register- 
ed in the 5th grade of that school. 
Consequently it is thought best to do 
away this grade entirely at Drury, 
sending three of the pupils to
